Elemental Victorious in Main 
Contest of Afternoon. 

Prismar and Frank Fogarty Win- 
ners at Shortest and Longest 
Priced Odds. 



HAMILTON. Ont.. Au^st 1.— It waj; an 
ordinary card that was cfTcred at Hamilton 
thi.s afternoon, the urogram oeing given over 
to platers and the races under claiming con- 
ditions. The holds that faced the harrier 
were small numerically, but well balanced 
and spirited racing prev;iiled. The track 
again suffered from a deluge which fell this 
morning and was heavy and holding, deep 
on the inner rail. The majority of the win- 
ners finished in the middle of the track, 
w'here the footing was the bc*st. 

What may be called the best ntce of the 
afternoon brought out a field of sprinters to 
go three-quarters of a mile with eight facing 
the starter. 'Iho race produced a stirring 
finish in which Elemental la.stca long enough 
to win by a short neck from Stoto, wiiiie 
Super was third. The winner began with the 
leaders, but was headed by Camouflage, j 
while the favorite. Sagamore, was slow to 
find his racing legs. j 

The two leaders raced Leads apart iiniil 
the stretch was reached, where JClemental 
shook eff Camoufiage and drew aw’ay. He 
W'a.s under severe pre.ssure through the final 
eighth to stall eff the ru.sh of Stoto. while 
Super, which was a distant follower in the 
early stages, went wide rounding the turns, 
but v/as going .astest of all at the end. The 
winner was ridden by the diminutive Small- 
wood and from a time standpoint the race 
was the best of the afternoon, the three- 
quarters being run in 1:15%. 

J. K. L. Ross' Prismar bad but little 
trouble defeating these opposed to her in the 
opening dash cf the afternoon. She was ac- 
corded confident supp»jrt and iietti <I the 
smallest return of the meeting. l*rismar 
went to the front when the barrier was re- 
leased and at no stage of the contest left 
tlie result in doubt, having a wide advantage 
over Trail Blazer and Isomorphous at the 
finish. 

MACBETH rCRMSIIES UPSET. 

Macbeth furnished an upset in the second 
race when he came from the rear and took 
the measure of nine other two-year-oids. pay- 
ing a good dividend for the usual investment. 
Macbeth assumed the lead entering the 
stretch and was drawing clear, wb.ile I’atch- 
work, which had been a forward factor al> 
the way. began to quit. V'ennie was up in 
the last stride to take the short end of the 
purse from Racket. 

The weather conditions which prevailed 
were hot and sultry, but a crowd of good 
proportions journeyed to the course to wit- 
ness the racing. 

The sport was of a spirited order despite 
the several upset.s, the majority of the win- 
ners standing hard drives to earn bracket.s. 
The longest priced winner of the afternoon 
turned up in C. Irby’s Frank Fogarty, which 
easily defeated some fair platers at three- 
quarters. Fogarty returned the handsome 
price of $71.35 for the usual investment. It 
also marked jockey Trombley's first win- 
ning mount in iJanada. 

Beverly Belle was a winner of a dash of 
a mile and seventy yards which brought out 
a small field. This marked the first victory 
for this filly under V/. A. McKinney’s colors. 

I. .ucky Girl took second place, while Topmast 
was third. The latter’s chances were prac- 
tically eliminated rounding the first turn 
w'hen he was bumped and knocked off his 
stride. 

BELJOY SCORES IMPRESSIVELY. 

ITie Thorncliffe Stable’s colors were in 
front at the finish of the third race, a dash 
of three-quarters of a mile, Beljoy carrying 
them to an easily achieved victory. 

The daughter of Calgary was ridden by 

J. McTaggart and after following the leaders 
closely to the last eighth moved up with a 
rush that sent her into the lead, while she 
easily held to the end. Turnabout and Rolo 
had a hot fight for second money, only a 
nose separating them as they passed the 
judges in the order named. 

Trainer George Walker of the Brookdale 
Stable announced this morning that the 
King’s Plate winner Herendesy would be 
shipped to the farm at Barrie Ontario and 
unsexed and retired for the year.

WHiSKAVLAY AND BUNTING 



SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y.. Augui^^t 1.— 
Whiskaway, which was shipped back to 
lirookdale Farm, where he trained tliroiigh 
the spring, immediately after his dazzling 
success in the $50,000 Kentucky Special, was 
accompanied from Broolvdale to Saratoga by 
the handsome Bunting, the winner of last 
fall’s renewal of the lielmont Park Futurity. 
Brilliantly as Whiskaway showed in the Ken- 
tucky Special, a gallop of one mile and a 
quarter, which he won in 2:02% under the 
steadying burden of l.’G pounds. James Rowe, 
the veteran trainer of the stable of Harry 
Payne Whitney, believes that he has a bet- 
ter 3-year-old long-distance runner than the 
son of Whisk Broom II. — Inaugural in Bunt- 
ing. 

Bunting is a son of Pennant, himself a 
Futurity winner, and a grandson of Peter 
I’aii. He went to the post at Havre de Grace 
in April in condition to boat Lucky Hour in 
the $5,000 Chesapeake Stakes and then fell 
a victim of influenza. This sickness prevent- 
ed Bunting’s starting at Pimlico in the $50,000 
Preakness Stakes, which Pillory won, Whisk- 
away was stricken with the coughing sick- 
ness about the time Diinring fell sick and 
at the time of the announcement of the 
Kentucky Special by Colonel Matt Winn 
Rowe thought that he would send Bunting, 
rather than Whiskaway, West to try his 
speed against Morvich. But Whiska way’s 
recovery of form was more rapid than was 
Bunting’s and the chOiCe fincliy fell on him. 

Bunting has been showing great speed in 
his gnliops here .«ince lic came up from 
Brookdnle Farm. He and Whiskaway are 
preparing to meet Pillory and half a dozen 
other smart 3-year-olds in the Travers and 
Miller Stakes, the Saratoga Associatioa’8 
most important specials for 3-year-olds.

llow’ard Spreckels, secretary of the newly 
organized Pacific Coast Jockey Club, will 
have a stable of his own and independent of 
the big string that will carry his father’s 
colors at Tanforan. 

On Tuesday, August 22, there will be sold 
at Saratoga the beautifully bred mare Cor- 
onet, bay, 1910, by Voter — Rosegarland, by 
Boulevard, property of J. B. and C. F. 
Choate, Jr. This mare is sold to dissolve the 
partnership. 



) There has been larger crowds attending 
openings of the Saratoga meeting in point 
of numbers, but it was a goodly crowd that 
was on hand to welcome the thoroughbreds 
and a thoroughly good program was offered 
for the occasion. The track was fast and the 
weather cloudy, tempering what would have 
otherwise been an uncomfortably hot day. 

The Kentuckians began the meeting well 
when J. C. Milam’s good filly Dust Flower 
won the Flash Stakes from a truly good 
band cf two-year-oUks that included the 
first starter of the year for Major Belmont. 

No time was lost in sending the .small 
field in the Saratoga Handicap away. Pru- 
dery cut out the early running. Grey Lag 
began from outside and Fator permitted 
him to race wide on the first turn and had a 
good hold of his head, riding him with con- 
fidence a length back of Exterminator. On 
the backstretch Schuttinger moved up with 
Bon Homme on the outside and joined Pru- 
dery before the half-mile ground was 
reached. The Whitney filly w'as on the in- 
side and .she was still racing resolutely. 

T here Fator made his move with Grey I.,ag 
and he gradually worked his w'ay up and 
was galloping freely. Johnson made an ef- 
fort to follow him with Exterminator, but 
the old son of McGee was plainly not all 
himself and failed utterly to make up any 
ground. 

It cost Fator considerable ground going 
around on the outside, but Grey Lag was 
equal to that handicap in addition to his 130 
pounds. He w’oro them down one after an- 
other until he was hailed as the winner on 
the stretch turn. By that time Bon Homme 
had headed the others p.nd he was the only 
one in front of the Rancocas Stable star. 

An eighth from the finish Grey Lag had 
Bon Homme, but Schuttinger was hard at 
work on the four-year-old and he was hang- 
ing on with wonderful gameness. Prudish 
was also coming again after her early good 
racing, but Devastation was all through and 
Exterminator was Ia.st. Though Bon Homme 
fought it out to the last stride. Grey I^g 
came with speed that would not be denied 
and he was drawing away with a half length
